What is claimed is: 



1 . (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

providing a three-dimensional (3D) computing environment representing a 3D desktop 
of a first computer system in a 3D environment, wherein one or more icons of 
the desktop are displayed on a plurality of surfaces of the 3D desktop ; 

receiving a two-dimensional web page from a Web server over the Internet ; 

converting the two-dimensional web page to a form useable in the three-dimensional 
computing environment; and 

presenting the thr e e dimensional computing environment with the converted web page 
contained therein to a us e r in the 3D desktop to allow a first user of the first 
computer system to navigate content of the converted web page in a 3D 
manner, including displaying at least a portion of the content of the converted 
web page in a persistent client window of the 3D desktop that is persistent even 
if a connection between the first computer system and the Internet has been 
terminated . 

2. (Currently Amended) A data processing system-readable medium having a plurality of 
instructions executable by a data processing system embodied therein, wherein said 
instructions when executed cause said data processing system to: 
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provide a three-dimensional (3D) computing environment representing a 3D desktop 
of a first computer system in a 3D environment, wherein one or more icons of 
the desktop are displayed on a plurality of surfaces of the 3D desktop : 

receive a two-dimensional web page firom a Web server over the Intemet ; 

convert the two-dimensional web page to a form useable in the three-dimensional 
computing environment; and 

present the thr ee dim e nsional computing e nvironm e nt with the converted web page in 
the 3D desktop to allow a first user of the first computer system to navigate 
content of the converted web page in a 3D manner, including displaying at 
least a portion of content of the converted web page in a persistent client 
window of the 3D desktop that is persistent even if a connection between the 
first computer system and the Litemet has been terminated contain e d th e r e in to 
a us e r . 

3 . (Currently Amended) A m e thod comprising: The method of claim L further 
comprising: 

the first user navigating the content displayed within the persistent client window in a 
3D manner; and 

communicating within the persistent cHent window with a second user who is 

navigating the same content fi-om a second computer system over the Intemet. 
providing a thr ee dimensional computing e nvironment; 
receiving a two dim e nsional application program; 

converting the two dim e nsional application program to a form us e abl e in th e thr e e 
dim e nsional computing e nvironment; and 
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pr e senting th e thr ee dim e nGional computing e nvironm e nt with th e convert e d 
application program contained th e r e in to a us e r. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3. wherein communicating with the second 
user includes exchanging messages between the persistent client window of the first user of 
the first computer system with a persistent client window of the second user of the second 
computer system over the Litemet. A data processing syst e m readabl e m e dium having a 
pluraHty of instructions e x e cutabl e by a data proc e ssing syst e m e mbodi e d th e r e in, wh e r e in 
said instructions wh e n e x e cut e d caus e s aid data proc ess ing syst e m to: 

provid e a thr ee dim e nsional computing e nvironm e nt; 
rec e iv e a two dim e nsional apphcation program; 

convert the two dim e nsiona l application program to a form useable in th e thi'e e 

dim e nsional computing e nvironment; and 
pr e sent the three dim e nsional computing e nvironment with th e conv e rt e d application 

program contained th e r e in to a user. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4, fiirther comprising the first user 
communicating with an avatar representing an owner of the content displayed within the 
persistent client window, including inquiring and/or acquiring an item displayed within the 
persistent client window. A m e thod comprising: 

accessing a w e b s it e ; 

automatically accessing a 3D e nvironm e nt s e rv e r in response to th e acc e ss to th e 
websit e ; 

g e n e rating a 3D e nvironm e nt on th e w e bsit e ; and 
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retaining information r e lat e d to th e w e boito access in a r e pository. 



6. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein when the first computer system is offline, 
content displayed within the persistent client windows is buffered within the first computer 
system, and wherein in response an input from the first user within the persistent client 
window, a connection is automatically established between the first computer system and a 
server hosting the buffered content over the Internet to allow the first user continue to navigate 
the buffered content. 

7. (New) The method of claim 1, further comprising downloading a search engine and 
installing the search engine within the first computer system to allow the first user to search in 
the Internet within the 3D desktop without having to access a remote search facility. 

8. (New) The method of claim 7, further comprising displaying a search result in the 3D 
desktop, wherein the content displayed in the persistent client window is selected firom the 
search result in response to an activation of the first user. 

9. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein a persistent client module associated with the 
persistent client window is configured to capture a navigation behavior of the first user and 
wherein information regarding the navigation behavior of the first user is sent to the server 
hosting the content displayed within the persistent client window to allow the hosting server 
to provide further information tailored to the navigation behavior of the first user. 
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10. (New) The data processing system-readable medium of claim 2, wherein the 
instructions further cause the data processing system to: 

navigate the content displayed within the persistent client window in a 3D manner; and 
conmiimicate within the persistent cHent window with a second user who is navigating 
the same content from a second computer system over the Internet. 

1 1 . (New) The data processing system-readable medium of claim 10, wherein 
communicating with the second user includes exchanging messages between the persistent 
client window of the first user of the first computer system with a persistent cUent window of 
the second user of the second computer system over the Intemet. 

12. (New) The data processing system-readable mediiun of claim 11, wherein the 
instructions fiirther cause the data processing system to have the first user conmiunicating 
with an avatar representing an owner of the content displayed within the persistent cHent 
window, including inquiring and/or acquiring an item displayed within the persistent client 
window. 

13. (New) The data processing system-readable medium of claim 2, wherein when the 
first computer system is offline, content displayed within the persistent client windows is 
buffered within the first computer system, and wherein in response an input from the first user 
within the persistent client window, a connection is automatically established between the first 
computer system and a server hosting the buffered content over the Intemet to allow the first 
user continue to navigate the buffered content. 
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14. (New) The data processing system-readable medium of claim 2, wherein the 
instructions further cause the data processing system to download a search engine and 
installing the search engine within the first computer system to allow the first user to search in 
the Internet within the 3D desktop without having to access a remote search facility. 

15. (New) The data processing system-readable medium of claim 14, wherein the 
instructions fiirther cause the data processing system to display a search result in the 3D 
desktop, wherein the content displayed in the persistent client window is selected firom the 
search result in response to an activation of the first user. 

16. (New) The data processing system-readable medium of claim 2, wherein a persistent 
client module associated with the persistent client window is configured to capture a 
navigation behavior of the first user and wherein information regarding the navigation 
behavior of the first user is sent to the server hosting the content displayed within the 
persistent client window to allow the hosting server to provide further information tailored to 
the navigation behavior of the first user. 

17. (New) A data processing system, comprising 

a processor; 

a memory coupled to the processor for storing instructions, which when executed firom 
the memory, cause the processor to perform a method, the method including 
providing a three-dimensional (3D) computing environment representing a 3D 
desktop of a first computer system in a 3D environment, wherein one or 
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more icons of the desktop are displayed on a plurality of surfaces of the 
3D desktop; 

receiving a two-dimensional web page from a Web server over the Internet; 

converting the two-dimensional web page to a form useable in the three- 
dimensional computing environment; and 

presenting the converted web page in the 3D desktop to allow a first user of the 
first computer system to navigate content of the converted web page in 
a 3D manner, including displaying at least a portion of the content of 
the converted web page in a persistent client window of the 3D desktop 
that is persistent even if a connection between the first computer system 
and the Intemet has been terminated. 



18. (New) The system of claim 17, wherein the method further comprises: 

the first user navigating the content displayed within the persistent client window in a 
3D manner; and 

communicating within the persistent client window with a second user who is 

navigating the same content from a second computer system over the hitemet. 



19. (New) The system of claim 18, wherein communicating with the second user includes 
exchanging messages between the persistent client window of the first user of the first 
computer system with a persistent client window of the second user of the second computer 
system over the Intemet. 
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20. (New) The system of claim 19, wherein the method further comprises the first user 
communicating with an avatar representing an owner of the content displayed within the 
persistent client window, including inquiring and/or acquiring an item displayed within the 
persistent client window. 
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
